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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Due to an error made on the part of the Examiner, Applicant's request for reconsideration 
of the finality of the rejection of the last Office action is persuasive and, therefore, both the 
finality of that action and the advisory action are withdrawn. 

Withdrawn Rejections 

2. The 35 U.S. C. 103 rejections of claims 18 - 29 of record in Paper #16, Pages 3-7, 
Paragraphs 4 - 8 are withdrawn due to Applicant's amendment in Paper #17. 

New Rejections 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claim 29 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
Claim 29 contains the limitation "the microporous heat insulation body is stable at 620 °C", 
which is not supported by the specification or the drawings. Figure 2 shows a point past the 
600°C mark, but there is no clear support for it to be at 620°C. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 30 - 38 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Applicant's amendment and arguments have overcome the prior art and rejections. 

The prior art fails to teach or suggest the recited microporous heat insulation body. The 
independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features of a substrate that includes "the 
microporous heat insulation body does not contain organic components in a substantial amount, 
and the microporous heat insulation body is stable at 620 °C". The closest prior art, Kratel et al. 
in view of Sklarski et al., disclose insulating articles, which either singularly or in combination, 
fail to anticipate or render obvious the above limitations.
